GANG OF LABORERS WORKING AT 


DEPOT BLOWN TO ATOMS 


Americans Among Those Hilled but 


Their Names Dave Not Yet 


Been Learned, 


El Paso, Tex., Aug. 16—By the ex- 


plosion of a, car load of dynamite at 
'the Chihuahua and Pacific depot, in 
Chihuahua yesterday afternoon, 30 to 
50 persons were killed. 
The dyna- 


mite was being transferred 
from a, 


Mexican Central car to a car of the 
Chihuahua and Pacific road at 
the 


time of the accident, the latter road 
being a narrow guage affair. 


One of the Mexican laborers drop- 


ped a keg of dynamite auJ the explo- 
sion set off the whole car. Every la- 
borer and the foremen, all of the lat- 
ter being Americans, were blown to 
atoms and the city was shaken as if 
by an earthquake. 


According to the derails received 


here today fragments of bodies were 
blown for almost a mile and the roof? 
of the houses in the neighborhood 
were covered with pieces of human 
flesh. Many small buildings close to 
the scene were completely wrecked, 
and a number 
of people 
were in- 


jured in their homes. 


Windows were cracked in all parts 


of the city and flying debris fell on 
pedestrians, inflicting painful injury 
in many cases. 


None of the names of ths dead A.m- 


erieans have been received here.

Dallas, Tex., Aug. 
16.—The platform 


adopted by the Democratic state con- 
vention reaffirms the principles of the 
party, Indorses the administration of 
Governor Lanharn, demands that the 
next legislature enact a law prohibit- 
ing lobbying, favors a law against the 
issuing of railroad passes except In 
specified cases, and makes a request 
that the governor keep the next legis- 
lature in session, if necessary, by ex- 
traordinary call until such a law is 
passed. It also demands a law pro- 
hibiting corporations from contribut- 
ing to campaign expenses of any par- 
ty or individual; a law defining in- 
solvent corporations; a law compel- 
ling telephone companies to transmit 
each other's messages ^from common 
points;- demands amendments compel- 
ling corporations to pay in at least 
half their capital stock before begin- 
ning business and the balance within 
two years. Unbounded confidence in 
the statesmanship and patriotism of 
William J. Bryan appears in a resolu- 
tion, together with the hope of his 
nomination. Senators Bailey and Cul- 
berson are indorsed and the former 
defended against allegations recently 
made. Other planks and recommen- 
dations are of only state interest. 


Odell Outwitted Higgins. 


New York, Aug. 16.—The Republi- 


can state committee called the state 
convention to be held in Saratoga 
Sept 2b. There was a test of strength 
of the friends of Governor Higgins 
and the friends of State Chairman 
Odell over the election of a temporary 
chairman for the state convention. 
Governor Higgins won on the first 
vote by electing Lieutenant Governor 
Lynn Bruce for temporary chairman, 
but Odell's friends brought about a 
reconsideration of the vote and left 
the matter unsettled. After the com- 
mittee adjourned Odell and United 
States Senator Platt held a confer- 
ence. Senator Platt said afterward, 
speaking of Mr. Odell, "I have fallen 
into his arms and he has fallen into 
mine."

Brooklyn Rapid Transit line are today 
at an end and the trolley cars are 
again moving to Coney- Island. Pend- 
ing a decision of the highest^ court, 
passengers have consented to pay the 
additional five cent fare but the com- 
pany will give rebate tickets so if the 
decision is against it, the money will 
be refunded. Counsel for the company 
and others have decided to prepare a 
statement of the facts which will be 
presented to the attorney general that 
he may bring a mandamus suit on a 
joint petition compelling the railroad 
to charge only a single fare.
